The  coming  year  will  mark  an  important  forward  movement 
in  so  far  as  closer  co-operation  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
and  Resident  Medical  Officer  is  concerned.

We  are 
delighted  to  welcome  to  it  Mr.  Watson  Jones,  Mr.  Wardle  and 
Mr.  Armstrong  as  Orthopaedic  Surgeons,  Doctor  Whittaker 
as  Radiologist  and  Doctor  Grant  McAfee  who  will  supervise 
any  ear  and  throat  cases  which  may  require  special  attention. 
We  have  no  doubt  that  these  steps  will  lead  to  a  still  further 
enhancement  of  the  splendid  reputation  which  this  Hospital 
has  held  in  the  past. 

In  September  last,  owing  to  reasons  of  health,  Mr.  T. 
Hartley  Martin,  Resident  Medical  Officer,  felt  compelled  to 
send  in  his  resignation,  which  the  Committee  accepted  with 
regret.  For  twenty  years  Doctor  Martin  rendered  valuable 
services  to  the  Hospital  from  its  earliest  stages  until,  under 
his  guiding  care,  it  had  become  one  of  the  leading  Orthopaedic 
Hospitals  in  the  kingdom.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  work  of  the  hospital 
during  the  twelve  months  ending  December  31st,  1933. 

The  total  number  of  in-patients  treated  was  572.  Of  these, 
23  were  adult  females  and  549  children.  Six  months  ago  beds  were 
set  aside  for  female  adults  suffering  from  Surgical  Tuberculosis, 
these  beds  are  being  filled  gradually.

The  average  number  of  days  spent  in  the  hospital  by  the  dis^ 
charged  Surgical  Tuberculosis  patients  was  671  and  from  the 
consideration  of  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  67  discharged, 
88%  were  discharged  disease  quiescent.  4  cases  were  discharged 
unimproved,  2  of  these  were  discharged  to  other  institutions  because 
of  the  presence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the  other  2  cases  were 
discharged  at  the  parent’s  request.  5  cases  died,  of  these  2  were 
spinal  cases  who  succumbed  to  lardaceous  disease,  another  spinal  case 
died  from  Influenzal  Broncho-pneumonia,  1  Hip  case,  and  1  Knee 
case  died  from  toxaemia.  There  was  also  one  other  death  in  the 
hospital  during  the  twelve  months,  a  boy  aged  10  years,  who  died 
from  Non-Tuberculous  acute  Osteomyelitis  of  the  humerus.  All 
were  under  10  years  of  age. 

TUBERCULOUS  ADENITIS  AND  TUBERCULOUS 
PERITONITIS. 

All  patients  were  discharged  in  excellent  condition  with  the 
disease  quiescent,  after  an  average  stay  of  104  days.

In  addition  to  the  above  operations  a  considerable  number  of 
minor  operations  were  performed  such  as  aspiration  of  Tuberculous 
abscesses. 
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RHEUMATIC  HEART  CASES. 

These  patients  were  admitted  for  prolonged  rest,  nursing  and, 
when  tit,  education.  As  most  were  in  poor  physical  condition  on 
admission  they  benefited  greatly  from  the  ideal  conditions  which 
we  could  offer  and  all  were  discharged  greatly  improved.  This  rapid 
improvement  was  even  more  marked  in  the  19  cases  of  malnutrition 
admitted.  All  were  discharged  in  excellent  condition. 

ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT. 

General  and  local  helio-therapy  was  administered  to  all  patients 
suffering  from  lowered  resistance,  malnutrition,  retardation  of 
growth  and  Tuberculous  Adenitis.  192  patients  received  a  course 
of  treatment  throughout  the  year  : —

Particularly  good  results  were  noticed  in  the  treatment  of 
Adenitis  by  local  artificial  sunlight. 

Plaster  of  Paris  immobilization  was  extensively  practised — 
349  patients  being  so  treated. 

A  very  pleasing  feature  of  1933  was  the  extremely  few  cases 
of  infectious  fevers  occurring  in  the  hospital.  Ringworm,  which  is 
always  a  troublesome  infection  in  any  children's  hospital,  when 
it  does  gain  admittance,  has  now  been  eradicated  from  our  hospital 
completely.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  all  patients  on  admission 
are  fluoresced  with  the  Kromayer  lamp  and  Wood’s  glass.  If 
Ringworm  is  detected,  the  disease  is  treated  before  the  patient  is 
allowed  to  mingle  with  others. 

The  Casualty  Department  continued  to  give  gratuitous  service 
in  the  case  of  accident  and  emergency  to  residents  and  visitors  of 
the  district.  305  people  received  such  treatment  in  1933. 

The  After-Care  of  cases  discharged  from  Leasowe  is  considered 
by  us  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  responsibilities  of  the  hospital 
and  this  is  carried  out  by  the  staffs  of  the  responsible  authorities. 
All  patients  discharged  are  followed  up  through  the  medium  of  their 
appropriate  clinic.

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(1)  Putting  in  order  and  keeping  in  order  the  mouths  of 
children  who  spend  a  lengthy  period  in  hospital. 


(2)  Doing  as  much  as  possible  for  children  who  stay  for 
shorter  periods. 


(3)  Extraction  for  adults  of  all  definitely  septic  teeth,  teeth 
likely  to  become  septic  during  their  owners'  stay  in 
hospital  and  any  necessary  urgent  treatment. 


Particular  effort  is  made  to  treat  thoroughly  the  dental  troubles 
of  such  relatively  short  stay  patients  as  those  suffering  from  heart 
affections  and  blood  diseases  such  as  haemophilia.  It  is  deemed  a 
humane  and  sensible  thing  to  give  these  children  all  possible  dental 
treatment  in  hospital  rather  than  to  defer  it  until  after  their  dis¬ 
charge.  Should  any  complication  arise,  it  is  more  easily  dealt  with 
in  hospital,  and  immediately,  rather  than  outside  hospital. 


The  hospital  is  now  working  to  full  capacity,  the  beds  are  fully 
occupied,  and  the  indications  are  that  this  position  will  be  maintained 
throughout  1934.
